These are broadly speaking; the conelisions of two Swies 
International Red Cross delegates who visited war prisoners’ 
eamps' in Belgium, occupied France and Germany. 


They pojnt out that there are 
still many soldiers and officers 
who have reeeived no letters 
since their capture. There ap- 
pears to be a heavy delay in 


‘delivery, due to German censor- |, 


ship, but the United States Em- 
bassy in Berlin is taking up the 


matter,

Siuatton At Shayuchung. 
rumours are current that the Japanese 
are evacuating Shayuchunjz, the town 
of Mirs Bay, most Chinese sources 
agree that the Japanese have remain- 
ed there, although thelr garrison has 
been conaldcrably weakened, Tho 
Japanese garrison at Shay ughung is 
believed to be only 300, most of them 
having been sent to relieve Tamshul, 

It fs, however, rellably Jearned that 
hundreds of . Chinese reftizees and 
luading: coolles at SHhiyuchung are 
facing starvation as thelr food sup- 
plics: from Hongkong have, been cut 
and many were prevented by’ the 
Jupanese ‘from Icaving. The Hong- 
kong-Shayuchuny ferries not 
resuined running. 

At Shayuchung and Kweictiung the 
Japanese arrested many gucrilla sus- 
pects, Including some thnocent villa- 
vers, Chinese reports allege. “Many 
matsheds built) by. transportation 

i as temporary godowns 
were destroyed. Some of the guerilla 
SUSpCl were imprisoned by - the 
Jap: s@ at the Walchow Restaurant, 
Shayuchung, and by day they were 
‘forced to help the Japanese in re- 
building the damage highways, near 
Shayuchung,. 

Guerillas’ Success 

Chinese soyrces report that after a 
counter-attack Chinese troops have 
reo¢cupied both Tamshui, north of 
Blus Lay, and Leelony witch Is along 
the Canton-Kowloon railway, After 
the Chinese entry into Tamshui the 
Japanese troops, numbering. ubout 
1,000 nien withdrew to the north. 

Prior ta the Chinese recapture of 
Tornshul the Japanese last wee} ine 
xaded Wing Woo; but the guerillas 
if rave them surprisingly strony 

ce, which foiled the advance, 

When the Jupanese first landed at 
Bais Bay thelr original scheme was 
to occupy ‘Famshul, Lung Kong and 
finally Walchow. But after the battle 
at Tamshul the Japanese found that 
the Chinese had a ‘stronger force in 
this sector of the East River’ zone 
than they frst anticipated.” For the 
reason the 10,000 or so Japanese who 
had been assembled between Sheke~ 
Jung and Pa On have remained 
inactive. . ae

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Cleaning .Up Colony, A completely 
new Defence Regulation, authorising 
deportation of persons other than” 
natives of the Colony, whether British 
subjects or not, was promulgnted In a 
Government Gazette Extraordinary 
Issued — yesterday The 
various grounds on de- 
lon can_br_ordered ure 
The notification states: 

In exercise of the powers conferred 
on him_ by the Emergency Powers 
(Colonial Defences Order in Council, 
1099, and 'the Emergency Powers 
(Colonial Defence) (Amendment) Or- 
der in Council, 1940, ond all other 
powers enabling hlm in «that behalf, 
His Excellency the Officer. Administer- 
Ing, the Government makes the follow~ 
Ing regulation which shall be inserted 
In and shall form part of The Defence 
Regulations, 1940, published as Govern- 
ment Notification 709 In the Gazette 
Extraordinary of 25th June, 1040, 

equently amended— : 

59.—() If the -Governor deems St 
necessary or expedicnt in the interests 
of. publle’ safety, defence or the 
efficient prosceution of the war, or for

snother year-hnd-a half or two years, 

The original scheme, Mr Ngan said, 
was to pet the chassis equipped with 
il-metat bodies from England at a 
cost of £1,725 per chassis and £1,000 
for the body. But it was later de- 
cided to import the chassis only ‘and 
bulld the bodles in Hongkong, . 
Unfortunately owing to war con- 
ditions in Europe, it is dificult to 
obtain deliveries and at the present 
rate it-may be the end of 1942 before 
the first complete fleet of the Colony's 
double decker-buses Is in service. If 
the two chassis due to be shipped jn 
May arrive here before August, the 
first double decker bus should be in 
service .by the beginning of Septem- 
ber. This will, to some extent, re- 
lieve the over-crowding on the lower 
level routes which has been a cause 
of complaint for some time. 

The estimated ‘cost importing the 
first 30 chassis, building the bodics 
and equipping the vehicles for ser- 
vice Is cstimpted at approximately 
$1,000,000 and the Company Is ane 
xlous to get on with the scheme, but 
delays In delivery caused by the war 
are helding up the project.
